FOR OLD ST. PAULS | 


Although St. Paul’s Ca‘hedral wa 
‘burned to the ground twice—in 1086 
land 1666—it was only lately that i 
was discovered that the existing sy - 
‘tem of fire fighting apparatus wa; al 
together inadequate, and work was 
‘begun on an extensive scheme of fir 
protection. 

An experiment showed that two 
motor engines of the London Fire B:1- | 
gade, working in unison, could throw 
a@ jet of water over’the main dome cn 
@ clear, still day, but with so little 
force as to be practically vse'ess. 

The new protective syst m is on ¢ 
large scale, consisting of twenty-si 
new hydrants and over 2,000 feet o' 
hose, besides a special installation o! | 
fire alarms. In each corner of the) 
cathedral four-inch cast iron pipes, 
protected from frost by cowhair felt, 
and canvas are carried to the sixty feet 
or cornice level. Similar pipes also 
extend into the crypt, the organ loft, 


and the stone gallery. The system is! 


continued by smaller pipes to the top 
of the dome. 

The novelty of the arrangement is 
a dry main laid from the outer wall 
of the cathedral to the height of sixty 
feet. No water will be kept in it 
and in case of fire the London Fire 
Brigade will couple its engnes to the 


short lines of hose to the out'ets | 
nearest to the scene of fire. It is ex-| 
pected that greater efficiency ard | 
speed will be gained by not having to | 
lay long lines of hose direct from the | 
engine.
